*MODERN EGYPT. 


AN AMERICAN’S IMPRESSIONS 
INTERESTING EXTRACTS, 


An American journalist, Mr, William Eleroy 
Cartis,,bas lately been paying a visit to 
Egypt on his way to the Far East and has 


jotted down his impressions of this country 


in a highly interesting fachion. Some of his 


observations are very just, aa the flowing 
passage will show. 
notice of that class of touriat who complains 
of the dearness of hotels in Egypt :.— 


Egyptian Hotels. 

Ido not understand how they can afford 
to entertain people at the prices they charge, 
because they ara closed for eight months in 
the year, and baveto depend upon foor months’ 
basiness for their profit, and are compelled to 
bring nearly all their sapplies from abroad. 
They get their beef from America, their 
chickens from France, their vegetables from 
Italy, their butter from Switrerland and Den- 
mark, and their groceries from London. Several 
of the hotels have their own gardens and 
dairies which supply ordinary vegetables, milk 
and cream—and you gan get gennine cream 
for your coffee at Shephéard’s Hotel - the only 
place I know of between Paris and San 
Francisco. 


Pat Sheedy In Cairo. 

Of that erstwhile familiar fignre of Cairo 
in the season, Pat Sheedy, he remarks :— 

Oar eminent fellow-citizen, Patrick Sheedy, 
E:q, was engaged in bosiness at Cairo for 
several seasons, and had somptuons gambling 
rooms in the rear of Shepheard’s Hotel, which 
were popular aod wall patronized by a 
large portion of the natives as well as tho 
foreiga population, bat several scandals among 
the officers of the British garrison having 
reached the ears of Lord Cromer, the police 
raided the place, confiscated Mr. Sheedy's 
professional paraphernal a aud closed bim out. 
The chief of polica took the trouble to ad jre-s 
a letter to the United States Consul general 
reqoesting that Mr. Sheedy +hould be expelled 
from thacountry, and was doubtless surprised to 
learn that such a proceeding was impossible 
among Americans. [t is the popular opinion 
that Mr. Sheedy ran a “square game,” and 
he himself deolarea that--he never had the 
slightest difficulty with the Pachas or the Baya, 
or the Greeks, or the Jews, or the tourists, 
bat every British officer who dropped a 
shilling tquealed.” 

Chicago's influence on Cairo.

visited the Midway doring the world’s fair. 
Patriotic Ezyptians assure one with a serious 
face, and I haven't thé slightest doubt of 
their sincerity, that the so-called dangers who 
went to Chicago brought back bad habits 
and immodest customs which have been imi- 
tated by thore who stayei at home ontil the 
“danse do ventre” is no longer respectable, and 
positively immoral Foraigners who are not so 
fortanate as to have witnessed their behaviour 
before the Chicago epoch are, of course, help- 
less to disprove this awfal calumny, but the 
enormous native population which crowds into 
the local cafés and theatres every night, and 
yells with enthusiasm at young-women who 
are hired to wriggle their stomachs, is an 
evidence that the performance has not lost 
its popularity. We all realize that Chicago 
is toagh, very tough, bat when the city is 
accused of damaging the morals or the manners 
of the ladies attached to the streets of the 
Cairo show, tha charge is actionable. 


THE ARABIAN NIGHTS. 

A atody of the “Arabian Nights” has jast 
appeared from the pen of Carra' de Vaux. It 
is some proof of the blindness of critics—at 
any rate in the eighteenth century—that on 
their first appearance in Enrope hardly any 
literary man thought much of them, and 
Voltaire, with his usnal scepticiem, supposed 
that their translator, Galland, had freely pad- 
ded them with the efforta of his own imagina 
tion. That this was a mistake M. Carra de 
Vanx shows clearly enongh; f.r the original 
text of “Aladdin,” long.the most suspect of the 
Tales, was discovered some time ago by Z-ten- 
borg, and as lately as 1901 M. Chaavin found 
that of “Ali Baba.” On the other hand, the 
general public, wiser. in this respect than their 
teachers, took to the Arabian Nights” at 
once, and they have remained the favoarites 
of the nursery ever since. M. Carra de Vaox 

, attributes this to the marvels of magic which 
are to te found in all cf them and which appeal 
psrticalarly to the wonder-greedy minds of 
children ; while to their elders tha love interest 
spread through them is. almost eqnally dear. 
It is, indeed, ¢xtraordinary how constant in 
them is the ides of love—not the calculating 
and ogoistic passion cf frigid Northernera, but 
the electric shock of the Oriental, who is ready 
at the flash of pair of dark eyes overa yash- 
mak, to sacrifice his life or future to his 
charmer for the time being. For the te:t, M 
Carra de Vaox tells os that tho Tales were 
certainly first collected in Persia, that the 
mention of historical personages in thrm ir 
free from arachronirms. and thst theiredats ix 
pretty well fixed sa baing earlier than the 
fiftearith century by the fuct that they alleda 
neither to coffee nor to tobacco.

Lonpon, January 12. 
The Money Position.

Our Foreign Rolations. 


In addition to this there is a gradual bat 

steady clearing of the political horizon. The 
German people and all the foreign diplomatists 
are endeavouring to re-assure the world on the 
subject cf the Morocco conterence. The illness 
of Baron von Richthofen, German Secret sry 
of State for Foreign Affairs, as a result of the 
apxiety the matter has cansed him, ia evidence 
that the German diplomats have placed them- 
selves in an unsatisfectory position in con- 
sequence of the impetuonsness of the Kaiser's 
mood, Moreover, the £11,000,000 loan which 
Rnasia has been able to contract with French 
bankers, and the improved condition of the 
country itself, appears to have removed, at 
any rate for the present, any possibility of a 
financial crash in that qnarter. 
- These two menaces being out of the way, 
the rest of the factora in the political sitaation 
are entirely on the side of expansion of trade 
and a rise in prices, and we should not be 
surprised to sea the end of the month show 
very activo markets on all sides. 


Speoulation In Egypt. 

In rogard to affairs Ezyptian, the warning 
which was given by the Financial Advirer’ a3 
to over-specolation in that conntry, and which 
was daly copied into the newapspers bere, 
does not seem to have had any disturbing 
effet upoa Egyptian securities. The fact 
that the Governmant of Ezypt, presumably 
with the concurrence of the Financial Adviser, 
are laying out mil'ions of money npon profit: 
ab'e works, is tho best commentary npon 
pestimistic views as regards the country. The 
projscta taken in hand by the Government are 
no doubt perfectly sound, and will be very 
remanerative, but they are not, after all, any 
less speculative nor more asfa than the par- 
chase of land, which in a prosperous country 
is eeldom anything bot remanerative.

To tae Epirorn or tus Eoyprran Gazette. 

Sir,—Tha Greek community ‘of Tala (Me- 
noufieh) beg to expose in yonr esteemed paper 
the most unreasonable conduct of the moawen 
police of the markaz Tala, Ibrahim Bf.
